LEAPED IN FRONT 
OF SUBWAY TRAIN 


Women Fainted as They Saw 
Stedman Choose Horri- 
ble Death. 


New York, December 26.—Ernest G. 
Stedman,, vice president and a director 
of the K. C. Lyons Building and Operat- 
ing Company, against which a petition 
in bankruptcy was filed last Friday, 
committed suicide today by Jumping in 
front of a subway train at the Four- 
teenth street station. The fatality oc- 
curred during the rush hours, precipi- 
tating a panic among the hundreds of 
waiting passengers. Women became 
hysterical and it was with difficulty 
that the crowd was controlled by the 
subway police. 

A valuation of over $7,000,000 is 
placed upon the real estate owned by 
the Lyons company, which Includes 
office buildings, apartment houses and 
hotels in various parts of New York, 
Its tnsolvency {is laid at the door of the 
recent business depression. It is sald 
that previous to the slump every office 
in the corporation’s building at 238 
Fifth avenue was rented.

Washington, December 26.—Not since 
the days preceding the passage of the 
personnel law tem years ago hag the 
feeling between the line and staff of 
ithe navy been so acute as it is today, 
as the result of the refusal of Admiral 
Brownson to transmit orderg from his 
superior officer, the president of the 
United States, assigning a-naval sur- 
geon to command a vessel in the navy. 

In the case of the personnel act, it 
was Mr. Roosevelt; then assistant sec- 
retary of the navy, who acted the part 
of the pacificator and succeeded in bring- 
ing the two warring factions together in 
support of the legislation which for a 
decade past, though a makeshift, has 
Served to maintain peace between the 
two factions in the navy. In the pres- 
ent instance, however, the efforts of the 
president to reconcile the surgéons and 
the line officers has failed, and it is 
probable that tthe whole controversy 
will be heard on its merits in congress. 
This is much deprecated by conservative 
officers in both line and staff, as likely 
to prove prejudicial to the navy’s inter- 
est as a whole, for they believe that 
in order to succeed in securing from

Why Brownson Objected. 

It may be stated in the absence of the 
text of Admiral Brownson’s letter that 
his objection to the execution of the 
president’s order to place a surgeon in 
comman, of the hospital ship Relief was 
twofold. In the first place, like every 
line officer, he believed that the subor- 
dination of any line officer, no matter 
how low in grade, to a staff officer on 
shipboard, wag bad policy and subversive 
of naval discipline. But a stronger ob- 
jection in his mind was that the pro- 
posed action was clearly. illegal inas- 
much as it dis forbidden by law or naval 
regulation to assign a staff officer to 
command a ship. It is only fair to the 
staff to state that this is debatable 
ground and that it would not be diffi- 
cult to construe thé naval lnws and reg- 
ulations in either way. So it is not to 
be doubted that when the gubject comes 
before congress for consideration the 
lawyers im that body will find material 
to support either contention.

Albany, Ga., December 26.—(Special.)— 
Albany has been one excessively damp 
spot in a wide, dry waste during the 
last few days. 

A local authority is responsible for the 
statement that if all the liquor that has 
been gold in Albany during the last 
week were to be poured into a dry dock 
it would float Aidmtiral Evans’ flagship 

Albany is the only city or town in this 
twhole section from which the open sa- 
loon had not been outlawed whwun the 
legislature, at its last session ,enacted 
the state prohibition law. The single 
exception besides Albany is Newton, the 
county seat of Baker county, which ig a 
small place without railway facilities. 

The result of this condition has been 
to make it incumbent upon Albany to 
stock the private shelves of every ‘old 
regular” and “occasional offender” in 
this part of Georgia over against that 
long, stringent drought which is sched- 
uled to begin next Wednesday.

NEW RULES FOR VISITORS 
AT THE FEDERAL PRISON 


General Visiting Will Hereafter Be 
Allowed Only on Tuesday 
Afternoons. 

So great has been the 
visitors to the federal prison, 
outskirts of the city, that Warden 
Moyer, at the suggestion of Attorney 
General Bonaparte, has issued an order 
limiting general visiting to Tuesday 
afternoon between the hours of 1:30 and 
4 a’clock in the afternoon, and other 
visits subject to cards issued by the 
warden. 

t is stated that this curtailment is 
bot for the purpose of limiting publicity 
fn this institution, but to so arrange it 
that all visitors can be conducted 
through the prison by officials. 

The new order is as follows: 

Beginning on January 1, 1908, general visit- 
ing at the United States penitentiary will be 
permitted subject to the following rules: 

1. General visiting will be permitted only 
between 1:30 and 4 o'clock on Tuesday after- 
noons. 

2. Admission willl 
limited mumber of cards will be issued by 
the warden to those making application 
therefor, who are personally known to him, 
or are properly vouched for by some well- 
known person. 

3. Cards wfll be limited to a certain day, 
and will nof be accepted on any other day. 

Application for admission cards should be 
made to the warden at least three days be- 
fore the visiting day when they will be 
wanted in order to insure receiving them. 
Application for admission cards may be made 
personally, by letter or by telephone. 

The object of the new rule is to limit the 
visitors to such numbers as can be properly 
conducted through the institution. The great 
number of visitors heretofore has made it 
impossible for the officers to conduct them 
through the institution with satisfaction either 
to the officers or to the visitors and it is 
expected that under the new rule, the dis- 
satisfaction og the part of visitors will be 
avoided. 

The change is not intended to withhold any 
of the publicity of prison affairs from the 
public. It has been practically open for gen- 
era] visiting almost every day for the past 
six years and the public generally knows 
the condition in which the prison has been 
kept, so that there is no cause for a rule for

Colonel Obear’s Other Duties Will 
Prevent Him from Doing 
This Work. 

A United States army officer is ex- 
pected to the detailed by the war de- 
partment at Washington, within the next 
few weeks, to be assistant inspector gen- 
eral and to take up the work of in- 
specting the national] guard of Georgia,

According to the general] order No, 14 
issued from the adjutant general's of- 
fice on November 22, {n organizing that 
department there appeared this -para- 
graph:

Heretofore this duty has been perform- 
ed by Colonel Obear, with the assistance 
of a reguiar army officer, the last being 
Lieutenant L. S. D. Rucker, now ve- 
tired. 

Under the terms of thig new organiza- 
tion the office of inspector genera] is 
menged into ‘that of quartermaster gen- 
eral, which has been given to Colone] 
Obear with the rank of brigadier gen- 
eral. In a&dition to being quartermaster 
general and placed in charge of the 
military property of the stiate, he is also 
acting inspector general of the national 
guard of Georgia; acting commissary 
generai and chief of ordnance. 

These four duties keep him about as 
busy as can be and it is hardly possi- 
ble that he can be spared from his office 
for three months, the time required to 
make the inspection of the troops. 

So far no date for this inspection to 
begin, or ‘where it will begin, has been 
announced, and this is taken to mean 
that the governor is waiting to hear 
from the war department in regard to 
an officer to be detailed to Georgia.

All police court records for the last 
nine years were broken on Christmas, 
resulting in a twelve-hour stretch for 
Judge Broyles yesterday in dealing out 
justice to 325 culprits for trying to |; 
celebrate on the annual holiday. ; 
There were three sessions of the po- 
lice court, two in the morning, and 
one in the afternoon. All of the cases 
of intoxication were tried in the morn- 
ing, and the pistol shooting, and fire- 
cracker disturbers in the afternoon. 
Court started at 8 o’clock, and ‘ton- 
tinued until late last night. 

There were present during the ses- 
sions some 3,000 people, besides nearly 
every policeman on the force. 

Nothing sensational came before the 
court, but everything bordered along 
the. line of the small offense. Fines 
were assessed from $1.75 to $100.75. 
The prisoner’s rooms were packed, 
being unable to accommodate any 
more. At the dinner hour the police de- 
partment procured food for 325 people, 
leaving out twenty more, who refused 
to accept the city fare. 

Only One Record Left. 


There has never been but one time 
in the history of the recorder’s court 
that such a scene was enacted as that 
of yesterday. It was just nine years 
ago that Recorder Andy Calhoun had 
before him 446 miscreants. The court 
room at that time was packed, and like- 
wise the Fulton county jail was used 
to hold the overflow of prisoners. Yes- 
terday has been the first time since 
that date to come anywhere near the 
old record. 

It was a steady stream of drunks, 
pistol] toters, pistol shooters, cannon 
cracker offenders, cutting scrapes, 
fights, thefts, and almost any minor 
offense you could name. 

The gathering assembled about 7 
o’clock in the morning, and hung 
around the police barracks wuntil a late 
hour in the night. It will take a day 
or two to complete all of the records. 

About the saddest part of the affair 
was that little Jeff Hillsman, a witness 
in a case, was called out of the court 
during the afternoon session, and in- 
formed by Officer Hollis that his father 
had just died at the Grady Hospital. 
Outside of that occurrence it all seemed 
to be joy.

Preston, 
was hardly able to walk out of the 
room. Both of the court officials com- 
plained frequently that it was a mighty 
hot day, although every one. else 
thought it very pleasant.

After tipping his black 
slouch hat to the crowd the president 
seized the reins and started for Pine 
Knot at 2:50.

Wilopment of ithe south has been subject- 
ed to more urtoward conditions, calcu- 
lated 'to retanjz and discourage invest- 
ments in industrial enterprises, perhaps, 
than has heretofore existed gince the re- 
construction era and yet the record 
shows an advance over all athers 
its history. There has been more or less 
of political. agitation and _ legislation 
aimed at corporations and rajlroads in 
practically all of the southern states, 
that caused the suspension of a great 
deal of railway construction work which 
would haive distributed hundredg of mil- 
lions of dollars in addition to what was 
actually paid by these corporations for 
that class of improvements in the south 
and still the pace that had been set for 
®outhern industrial development was 
maintained throughout tthe year, break- 
ing all previous records. - 

And then the closing quarter was sub- 
jected ito a financial panic that tied up 
finances ang caused guch apprehension 
in industrial circles as would naturally 
ibe expecited to create of lessening of in- 
vestments in ‘that field, and yet even 
that quarter shawed a slight gain over 
the corresponding quarter of last year 
in the establishing of new industries in 
ithe south 

It will thus be seen that nefther poli- 
tics nor panics could stop the industrial 
growth of the south during the year 
1907, as the total number of new indus- 
tries established during that period, as 
reported to The Tradesman, was 6,483, 
as against 6,411 for the year 1906, 
which up to that time was the banner 
year in the south’s history in the es- 
tablishing of new industries. 

The character of these industries em- 
braces all lines of manufacturing enter- 
prises in which woodworking plants pre- 
dominate, but showing the widest poss!- 
ble diversification.
